Revenue Officer Clarke said that the 
export of carbide was absolutely pro-

CHARGE OF FRAUDULENT! 
CONVERSION, * 


heard on: Monday 


Application. .was made to Mr. Wood 
‘by Mr. Otto Kong Sing, for & reduction 
of bail in a case in which an Indian 
named Ka Rim Din is charged with the 
‘fraudulent conversion of two sums of 
9500 and $1,750. The application was 
aa the reduction of bail from $2,500 to 
“9500, : 

Mr, Kong Sing explained that a war- 
‘rant had been issued for the arrest of 
the defendant, and that he had surfender- 
ed himself at Yaumati. The sums of. 
money mentioned .in the gharge he ad- 
tnitted’ were received by. the defendant 

“ fyom the complainant, and a receipt was 
given for them.. The payments concerned 
tho sale of several lots of land which wero 
aold by the Ho Mun Tin syndicate, for. 
whom the defendant was really acting, 
and for whom he was contractor; the 
lots had been transferred to him and, 
he had assigned them to the complainant. 
The lots, were never assigned to Ka Ram 
Din. He admitted the receipt of tho 
-mouey, but denied that ho had an equit- 
able interest in the. property. It was 
alleged by the other side, a lady named 
‘Lai ‘Tsz, for whom Mr. Davidson was. 
acting, that his clicat-had not acted as 
clearly.as he might have done, and that 
defendant had an equitable right. 

‘Mr, Davidson remarked that defendant 
‘had not come forward ag an honest man 
would have done to defend himself, He 
had been unable. to get any assurance that 
the proportion concerned in the charge 
‘had not been hypothecated to the syndi- 
-eate, It had been impossible to get any 
admission at all from the syndichte, That 
Jed him to assume that there was & 
‘suspicious state of affairs, and that waa 
why he proposed to goon. with the charge. 
It looked to him (Mr. Dayidson) as if 
the defendant used the money paid by 
the complainant, and perhaps other 
people as well, to finance himself ag con- 
tractor for the syndicate. 

Subsequently, a certificate was pro- 
duced on behalf of the syndicate showing 
that they had no notice of any charge 
against the lots of land concerned, and 
that. they were the property of . the 
defendant... : 

_ Defendant was then -released without 
’ “bail, and the charge was suspended. 


HONGKONG WAR ‘CHARITIES. 
A YEAR'S RECORD, ~ 


A meeting of the General Committeo. 
of the Hongkong War Charitics was 
held yesterday, in the Council Chamber. 
H.E. the Governor presided over a large 
gathering. : 

EXECUTIVE. COMMITTEE'S 
REPORT. ae 
The Hon, Mr. BE, H. Swarr, “K.C.. 


Chairman ‘of the Executive Committee, 
reported on behalf of that body the cele: 
rations of- Red Cross ‘Day. The total 
reesipts from, tho efforts of that day ¢ 
amounted to something over .$41,000. 
This enabled the Executive Committee, 
‘after paying all, expenses, which were 
comparatively trifling, to send Home a 
sum of £5,000. Mr. Sharp then pro 
eceded to detail the principal amounts 
allocated by ‘the Exeeutive Committee 
over a period of practically a year. 
LADIES’ WORKING PARTIES, 

The cost monthly for materials .used 
by, the Ladies’ Working Parties in tho 
Colony was something over 23,000. Tho 
cost was steadily increasing, and what 
it would reach nono of them knew. They 
had been very much helped by the Ship- 
ping Companies, which had shipped tho 
work the ladies had done either absolute- 
ly free or at very much reduced. rates, 
Messrs. Butterfield and wire, - for 
instance, had shipped a large quantity 
of the work: free of charge. The various 
Jettera of acknowledgment from Homo 
and from the front, which had been 
published from time to time in the. local 
newspapers, showed how necessary. the 
articles. made by the Jadieg were, and 
how much they were oppreciated. 

“STAR AND GARTER ’’ FUND. 

They would remember that. Hongkong 
undertook the provision and equipment 
of a ward in the new “ Star and Garter ” 
Tlostel. ‘They then undertook to provide 
$9,000, but that was found to be insuffi- 
cient. Anothef £250 were required, and 
they were sending that amount. This 
ward was called the ‘‘ Hongkong Ward,” 
and they had—if they wished to exercise 
them—rights in that ward, such as giving 
preference, in ity use, to anyond .in- 
capacited who came from Hongkong. 

* ROYAL ‘FLYING CORPS HOSPITAL. : 

Tho next pbject on tho list.of those 
supported was the Royal Flying Corps 
Hospital: This hospital was doing 
splendid work, and. last year they pro- 
mised to contribute £10,000 a year to this 
hospital for two purposes, (1) to main- 
tain a Hongkong ward in the existing 
hospital, and (2) to assist a proposed 
extension, which the London Committee 
intended to proceed with at once. A 
ward in the Hospital was named the 
“ Hongkong Ward” ‘at once, and they 
had supported it ever since while Messrs, 
Stewart and Atkinson had been appoint- 
ed og their. representatives-on the Lon- 
don Committee ef the hospital. Delays 
had occurred in connection ywith - tho 
extension, owing to the difficulty of find- 
ing suitable premises, and it was thought 
that, os time was passing and nothing 


very definite being done, it would be 


wise to communicate with their repre- 
sentatives on the Committee to the effect 
that unless the extension was established 
in a reasonable time—say, two months— 
it would he better to divert the original 
sum of. £2,000 to some ‘other suitable 
object. That was cabled to the Com- 
mittee and, ‘as suitable premises could 
not be found for the extension, 8 diver- 
sion of tho fund was made to the support 
of the original hospital, and they were 
now paying £200 a month to that abject. 


PRIGONERS-OF-WAR FUND. 


The next charity they had supported 
was the. fund, for sending parcels of 
food to our prisoners-of-war in Germany, 

had Jeft it to Messrs, Stewart and 
Atkinson to. decide the _ particular 
organisations through which these parcels 
would be sent, with a view to avoiding 
the danger, which they knew had arisen, 
of sending too many parcels to popular: 
regiments and overlooking the less 
popular, hero was a society in 
existence, with a British Minister at its 
head, which was superintending the 
transmission of these parcels to’ British 
prisoners in a very expeditious manner. 
Ninety-nine per cent. of’ these ” parcels 
arrived at, their. destination and in very 
good condition. — 

His Excellency—Il may say I am in 
receipt of-a communication to the effect 
that. now the whole of the prisoners of 
war funds are under the control and 
direction of one organisation, : 

Mr. Sharp—That was not definitely 
known. Continuing, he said they had 
lately allocated £1,000 to this object, 
making a total of £1,500 at the end of 
the year. 


BLINDED SOLDIERS AND SAILORS. 


The next object they had assisted wag 
the fund for the soldiers. and cailors 
blinded in the war, There was a general 
organisation covering the various efforts, 
but the Executive Committee thought 
the best. of the organisations for the. pur- 
pose was the St. Dunstan's Hospital, 
founded by Sir Arthur Pearson, who 
himself was blind,.and the work . was 
therefore sympathetically. ‘carried. on. 
The blinded men were taught trades 
by which they could make their own 
Dving.. He read a bas | appreciative 
letter from Bir Arthur Pearson: to the

To the Dreadnought Hospital at 
Greenwich they had given £500, It was 
a very old institution and took in men, 

not only from’ the Navy, but also from 
the Mercantile Morine—men- who were 
doing good work, dangerous work, in 
iaine-sweeping and mine-laying. It was 
in need of funds. Messrs, Stewart ond 
“Atkinson wore muking inquiries and they 
had scent, £300 inthe meantime, 

7 BELGLAN RELIEP, 

With regard to Belgian Relief, tho 
Executive Committe: had sent £500 ‘to 
that object to bo allocated at the discre-, 
tion of Messrs. Stewart and Atkinson to 
auch organisations as they thought best 
suited for the relief work in Belginm! 
(here were other charities to which they 
had contributed smaller amounts, such | 
tis the Surgical Requisites Society, They 
had’ sent £1,000 to Messrs. Stewart 
and Atkinson to.distribyte as - they 
thought most suitable among the 
lesser charities. 

At the beginning of the year they had 
a balance free of $39,000, or about 
£2,500, including the balanee that might 
be considered available in London out of 
the £5,000. remitted, The Hongkong 
balance was largely due to the serics of 
very: excellent theatrical performances by 
the Chinese community, which resulted in 
a surplus of $20,000, which the promoters 
had generously giva’ tv the War Chari- 
ties genera) fund. The donors had at 
first intended to npply it. to providing 
fighting acroplanes, but, after considera, 
tion, they came to the very wise ‘conclu- 
sion that, as the Government provided 
these, a better use for the money would 
be found in the Charities:'. He concluded 
by stating that after paying the expenses 
of the Ladies’ Working Parties they 
would have Jess than $15,000 in .hand, 
They were, therefor, very much in need 
of funds, and it was right to say that 
the monthly subscriptions did not at pre- 
sent amount to asmuch ag the monthly 
expenses of the Ladies’ Working Parties. 
He did not think it was necessary to say 
more on that point, He had to report 
that the Hon. Mr G. E. Aaton had joined 
the Committee in Place of Mr. Lindale, 
and Dr, Marriott'was taking Dr. Hars- 
ton’s place. ; 

H.E. the Governor said—The. details 
given by the Chairman of the Executive 
Committée constitute striking evidence of 
the generosity of.tle community in sab- 
scribing to War Charities, but I wish to 


-lrefer to some faoulls in the organisation 


through which ‘wo raise’ subscriptions. 
Monthly: subscriptions are obviously the 
most desirable source of revenue, for they 
enable subscribers.to know just where 
they are, and give the committe a steady 
working basis. Chinese prefer other 
methods, and do well with them, but if 
the Europeans hers would make monthly 
subscriptions in scordance with their 
means, however small, our total income 
would be'very materially incrensed. At 
present the monthly subscriptions aver: 
age rathor under 82,500, and are short 
of even the local working, party expendi: 
ture, which is well over $3,000 a month. 
The monthly subsriptions, ete, should 
reach a very much larger surn, Ty 
eannot be expected that a proper 
monthly subscription system can be 
established if people live in fear 
of constant spasmodic extra calls on 
their purse, and. such calls: would 
necessarily have to be reduced to a mini- 
mum. They cannot be ruled out entirely. 
For instance, the “Our Day ” effort looks 
like becoming an onnual affair, and there 
must be other small exceptions also. But 
if the community shows any desire to 
take up the monthly subscription system 
it will be the duty of the Committe: to 
use its endeavours to see that they are 
protected, as furas may be, from other 
calls, There seems no reason. why the 
montay subscription system should net 
be extended to ths mercantile firms, and, 
indeed, it appears that there is every 
reason why it shold be so extended. Jt 
might well take the form of a proportion 
of what they world be prepared to give 
as donations, and of what there is reason 
to belicve they are only waiting an 
opportunity to give. No better oppor 
tunity is hkely to oceur. We now want 
an assured monthly income on a more 
stable, and, therefore, probably larger 
basis, which would make it unnecessary 
to make any further special appeals for 
some time. We now know the charitable 
organisations which command: the’ sym- 
pathy of everybody; to these we have 
already subscribed and desire to subscribe 
more largely. We prefer fixed monthly 
subscriptions, but. if there are any who 
do not wish to bind themeclves to such 
they need not promise a definite amount, 
We shall be gladto receive monthly what 
they can spare, 9 long as they can spare 
it. I need hardly add that fixed monthly 
subseribers ean alter or withdraw their 
subscriptions atany time. There is one 
bother poing which I referred to on the 
day that I fxs} established this Com- 
| mittee, and that is that none of us. should 
tallow our charity to interfere with our 
financial 2 r 
Government. by way of investmerfte in the 
various form: of War Loans and War 
Savings Certificstes, which’ are offered te 
us. These fundshave been’ udvertised’ by 
: the Government.weekly for some months 
{ past, and the response hea been large, I 
j believe; how much one cannot-tell withont 
reference to the banks, But what T want 
4o emphasise is that both of these forms 
assist the Imperial Government; because 
by our subscriptions to the various chari- 
Hien we -reliev @ reat deal - of’ the 
| Government’s financial Tesponsibilities, 
{ and hoth forms of assistance should have 
' the full support of the community. © 
There being no other business the meet- 
ting closed. :

Greeks and fired upon, with machine- 
guns and riffes, and, ne. resilt, suffered 
numerous casualtics,. Presently the guns 
of the Allied warships came into action, 
and, eventually, an‘ armistice was .con- 
cluded, the Allied contingents being with- 
drawn at night under an escort of Greek 
eavalry. ‘At the same time members: of 
the” Vonezelist Party were shamefully 
ill-treated and even murdered, while 
numbers were cast into prison. By way 
of making amends, the Greek Government 
then offored to,surronder cight batteries 
of mountain guns. They were. informed, 
however, that the matter was now ‘! far 
more serious than a mere question of 
handing over war material,” and that 
they would be required “ to make amends 
corresponding to the gravity of the out- 
rage committed on tho Allics.’* A block- 
ade was declared and speedily began to 
make its effects felt. Meanwhile, the

telegraphs, and railways; reduction of 
the Greck forces outside Pcloponnesus 
to a number that was absolutely necessary 
to maintain order; transportation to 
Peloponnesus of all armament and muni- 
tions exceeding the proper complement 
for this force; remova! of the officers 
responsible for the orders given on 
December 1st; apologies by the Govern- 
ment to the E'ntente Powers; and a pub- 
Jic salute of the Allied flags. The 
Royalist organg urged an immediate de- 
claration’ of war, and it was reported 
that the Reservists had blown up the 
bridge south of Larissa in order to im- 
pede the removal of the Royalist troops 
to Peloponnesus. The ex-Premiers, who 
were consulted by the Kina, unanimously

The regulations for controlling .food 
supplics fa tho United Kingdom, approv- 
ed by the King in Council-on November 
16th, contain authority for the exercise 
of wide povers. It may bo ‘interesting 
to note certain features in. the syste 
which hag been adopted in Geriiany. with 
similar objects, . : 

Tho section of the regulations relating 
:to retarns of stocks of food corresponds 
to the deerce of the Federal Council of 

the German Empire promulgated in 
respect of food products, forage, fuel; 
intl eriide products of the soil on Febru- 
ary Qnd,.1915. Othor decrces deal with 

- gpecific products. That, for instance, of 
March 4th relates particularly to corn 
and flour, and that of March 16th. to 
potatecs. Unior the decree of February 
Ond, any person who wilfully either 
neglects. to male a return o} 
possession or control, or renders ‘onc 
which iy.incorrect,or incomplete, -is liable: 
to 2 maximum penalty of 10,000 marks 
or six months’ imprisonment, and, in 
addition to either penalty, to forfeiture 
of the goods. Any unintentional neglect 
to comply with the order to make a com- 
lete and accurate return is also a pun- 
ishablo offence. © Full powers are given 
to the authorities to enter upon and 
search all premises’ where tho storage of 
stocks. is suspected, and to examine all 
books, vouchers, bills, recoipts, and other 
documents in order to verify the returns. 
Pr are regulated by a number of 
decrees. The organization set up by the 
devree of Septomber 25th, 1915, is worthy 
of mention.

. DRAIN OF MEN, MONEY AND 
MACHINES. ‘ 


Tho Gormans are cutting down trees 
in the Ardennes and sending the timber 
across ‘the frontier as fast as they can, 
says @ correspondomt of Phe Times, They 
are determined to impoverish the country 
which they havo invaded, and labourers 
deported. from, other parts, of Belgium 
are being enn layed upon ‘the work of 
plunder and destruction. It ig charac- 
teristic of German cunning that. men 
froni’ Flanders: are chosen to despoil the 
Walloon. district. There has never: been 
any love lost -between the Flemings and 
Walloons, and von Bissing takes advan- J 
tage. of old feuds to.stir up strife and 
provoke offences, for which heavy 
penalties are exacted, . 

The national motto, “ L’Union fait la 
force,’ bas often been belied in this 
unfortunate little kingdom, and nothing 
is calculated to aplit up a community so 
much as jealonsies springiny: from 
diversity of tongues, French and Flemish 
have been oftcilly recognized, -bue the 
deseendanta of Old Gaul inhabiting the 
prenes of Liege, Hainault, and Namur 

ave another ‘language of their own, 
which has outlived opposition and neg- 
lect. Tho Walloons have their own 
Hiterature and newspapers, and the 
Walloon theatre at Liege was a flourish(, 
ing inatitutian. It has becn part of the! 
German plan to encourage dissension, 
and they have used linguistic differences 
for that Purpon, The attempt to set up 
a German-Flemish university at Ghent; 
jis an example. This was stronuorsly | 
opposed by the French professors, sevora] 
of whom were punishéd in consequence.:! 
It is sought to abolish the French language 
altogether. Public notices throughout the. 
country were formerly printed in French | 
and Flemish, ond the mameg. of streets 
were indicated m both languages. — In 
many rura] districts French is now sup- 
pressed and German employed in its 
place. After January .Ist all official 
communications will.be.made exclusively 
in Flemish, and the teaching of German 
and Flemish hns been made obligatory in 
thé schools, ; : 

The daily record of. arrests, fines, 
deportations, and exccutions is growing 
longer and longer. All the clerks at the, 
Hotel de Ville in Brussels were arrested 
and sent to Germany, As it-is impassible 
to give lists of the inhabitants demanded. 
by the German military ‘authorities, so 
many people having removed and secial 
life being altogether disorganized, the, 
municipal enployée are held responsible 
aad punished. ; 

House-to-house visitations are being! 
made by the German police, and all men 
between 18 and 55 years of age are called 
up for examination, ) Those from whom: 
money can be extorted are allowed to 
remain, and the rest are carried off. It 
is, reckoned that over 200,000 have already 
been despatched. A few days ago a troop 
of German soldicrs surrounded the paper 
mills of Messrs. De Naeyer, at Wille- 
broeck, where about 309 men are employ- 
ed. More than 250. of them: were taken, 
ahd placed there and then in cattle trucks 
drawn up on the railway line which runs 
beside the works, They were not allowed 

to, go and say. farewell to their families 
or to get warmer clothes, although many 
of them were wearing the thin. blue linen 
overalls in which they work. The men 
could not be considered as being ‘“unem- | 
ployed,’? and the inhumanity of such 
proceedings is unpardonable, 
TRRRONISM IN: BRUSSELS. ; 

Extraordinary measures are. being 
taken to terrorize the people of Brussels.’ 
On a ‘‘ Bourse day ” when the boulovards 
are more crowded than usual, soldiers 
are marched through the streets ‘with 
motor-drawn machine-guns, and the walls’ 
of the city are placarded with notices of: 
executions and condemnations in order to 
frighten the inhabitants into a state of 
subjection. Tho moral tone of some of 
these warnings may be gathered from tho 
following translation of a bill now. on 
the walls of the poorer quarters of the 
town :-— ‘ 

“The Tribunal of Brussels and Brabant 
has condemned to three months’ impri- 
sonment the Belgian women Angilo: 
Devreeze, domiciled at Etterbeek; who was 
found guilty of making accusations which 
she knew to be false. The woman 
Devreezo was sent by her employer -to 
bring from the neighbourhood of Louvain 
28lb, of butter and 150lb, of potatoes. 
Having obtained possession of these pro- 
visions, she took them to her mother, 
instead of bringing them to. her master, 
to whom she explained that on her way 

back upon the road from Louvain . to 
Brussels she had been stopped by German 
soldiers, who had taken everything from 
her ;- moreover, they had demanded from 
her a fine of £1, which she had paid. An’ 
inquiry, was held by the chief of . tho 
military police in Brussels, who declared 
that thé woman’s story. was untrue, and 
finally Devreeze confessed: that she had’ 
lied, . She had invented the story in order 
to exculpate herself. fi 2 

“The Tribunal considers that - the. 
offence is aggravated by the fact that the: 
wortgn* Devreeze is a bighly intelligent 
person, and knew perfectly what sho was 
doing when acevsing Germam _soldiera of 
& most grave outrage; and if the Tribunal 
has not imposed -a heavier alty, it is: 
because it took, into -consideration “that 
the woman. Devreeze had listened too. 
readily to bad advice.” 

Much anxiety exists concerning the fate 
of M. Julien’ Nagelmaekers, the. banker, 
of Liege, who was srrested about threo’ 
weeks ago together with his brother, his 
chief clerk, the concierge of the. bank,: 
and their wives.. Nothing has been heard 
of them. since and no.one knows on what 
charge they were arrested.

“TELL OUR BROTHERS TO MAKE.

"Tell our -brothora at Salonika to 
make haste, for Servin is ot her Inst 
gasp!” s : 

This message was conveyed direct from 
Old Servia by @ special correspondent of 
the Paris Journa?, who, greatly daring, 


rowed across the. Danube by night from {- 


the Roumanian sore and landed in ce- 
cupied territory. . On ‘tho farther shore 
he and-his companion found awaiting 
them a seore. of haggard figures, in 
raggecd uniforms and armed, 

These were Servian officers ‘ and 
soldiers, survivors of last. ycar’s Servian 
Army; a handful of the heroic 10,000 
guerrilla troops who, fugitives in their 
own Jand, have taken, to ¢he mountains 
and harry the enemy when opportunity 
offers. On one occasion they made a 
descent upon an pceupicd town and put 
the Austrian garrison to flight. Punitive 
expeditions, both Austrian and Bul- 
garian, have failed to intimidate the 
raiders, and the .onemy has long since 
‘lanrned not to provoke them. 

One day a Servinn general Janded in 
their midst from @ French aeroplane and 
heartened them. They: are’ the soul of 
the. surviving population and the op- 
pressed country’s one link with freedom. 

With these phantoms of Old Servia 
grouped about. him, the correspondent 
conversed with one of their leaders, a 
eaptain wounded in the great retreat 1z 
months ago. He spoke ‘of the nameless 
atrocities committed by the enemy in the 
early. days of the occupation, of the 
famine to. which the country was succum- 
hing. Stocks of food which were esti- 
mated to be enough to Inst the whole 
population: for two years had. im- 
mediately been commandeered with the 
most pitiless thoroughness. In parti- 
cular, thousands of pigs had been driven 
off by the Germans. . 

The whole of this scason’s harvest had 
also been requisitioned, so. that by the 
end of the year: the people would be 
starving. 
and children were dying wholesale for 
want: of food. Conditions were worse in 
the towns than in the country, and many 
persons committed suicide in order to 
end their sufforings.
